In the noaorandur. of Juno S, 1957, it was stated 
that the uuhjoct had gone to Franco Iron ho land during January 
1957 * that ho was then In posscoaion of a Polish passport 
number CAOO 104^*0 valid only for France until January 4, 195^. 
It also stated that the subject had told Polish authorities 
ho intended visiting Franco as a tourist but hia real aim was 
to defect and join his American spouse and daughter in the 
United States* 



This mocaoraadun stated that at the termination of 
hostilities in 1945 DAXHAUQKAS was placed In a Russian camp 
In Poanan, Poland, that he o&capod and beca aw a refugee in 
tbo Pasoan area. Because of his icnowlodge of the Polish 
language he was able to disguise his true nationality and 
to integrate himself into the ftosaaa ooncuaity* Se refused 
to reveal hia Lithuanian nationality as the Soviets sere 
deporting nft***^ 1 * 1 rw the Baltic countries. &AHXAUS3CAS 
was able to secure employment in the field office of the 
Agrarian So fora bureau an a oiarh. Open aoaoptfcgi this 
work he reportedly was presawsed into j d i ning the Polish 
Uhl ted Workers Party (IOTP), the n&aormndua stated that tiio 
subject claimed ho was Infor med he wou ld b e unahlo to retain 
hia Job without being a wonber of the PUWP; that ha feared if 
ha refused to Join this group bin ©carat would bo in danger of 
being revealed and he would be deported to tho Soviet Union. 
Thus by Joining this party tho subject claimed there waa lose 
danger of being suspected of being non~Poilah. 

In tbo manor* nduu ot Juno 5 , 1957, It was stated 
that security investigations in Warsaw, Poland, wad Stuttgart, 
Go many, revealed no derogatory Information relative to toe 
subject.
